and an immense ga Hiding turned out to witness the 
sport. Resides ilie Pimlico Nursery, there were 
• •tiered as attractions the < rick more Memorial Stee- 
plechase. the Stafford Handicap and the Severn 
Handicap. Lewis Garth saddled the winner of the 
i wo principal races, the Pimlico Nursery and the 
Crick more Memorial Steeplechase. Ral Parr’s un- 
beaten colt. The Masquerader, proved an easy win- 
ner in tin* former, while Rhouth l»eat Top Hat in 
the steeplechase after one of the most interesting 
Mr iggico over witnessed through the field at this 
fatuous old racing ground. 

There were six starters in the Crickniore and the 
field raced in a close bunch tor two miles of the 
jot:rne.\. The skilful ride that K-nnatli gave tihomt 
was responsible l«r the Garth horse’s victory. Au- 
gust Belmont's representative. Top llat. was prob- 
ably the best horse in the race, but he was handi- 
capped h\ having Schweitzer in the saddle. Not 
that Schweitzer is an incompetent rider, but lie 
iacks the ex|K-rieiice of Kermath and some of the 
others. Top llat met with repeated interference 
during the running of the race and, with a free 
course, he would undoubtedly have reversed the 
outcome, g Bear, one of the stars of the jumping 
division, broke down badly ami it is doubtful if he 
again faces the flag this season. 

t he Masquerader, as in His previous races, simply 
playid with his opposition ami wou with ridiculous 
cum- after making all of his own pace. There were 
no straight or show uiutuels sold on the Pimlico 
Nursery. The Masquerader outclassed his company 
and ilie straight pooling would not have paid any 
thing. The same thing applied to the show pooling.

The Masquerader and sell the horses individually, 
lint a rule of the Jockey Club made it cotunttlsary 
to .-o.iple ail horses miming in the same interest.

LAT0NIA IN FOR GREAT MEETING. 



Next Dig Event of Blue Glass State Racing to Best Horses of the Year Well Engaged in Stakes 



Take Place at Douglas Park Coming Saturday. 



Louisville. l\y., May Id. — Ou Saturday, May 22, | 
the stage will be set at the beautiful course of the 
Douglas Park Jockey Club for the second running of 
the Kentucky Handicap. This date will mark the 
opening of the thirteen days’ spring meeting at that 
course, during which such oilier events as the Spring 
Trial Stakes, $2,500 added; the Memorial Handicap. 
$2,000 added, and the Speculation Stakes, $1,500- 
added, will also be run. 

The Douglas Park meeting will undoubtedly dupli- 
ate in a marked measure the successful spring 
meeting now on at Churchill Downs, as this season 
its dates are ideal for spring racing and moreover 
1 1lls track will have the advantage of having three 
Saturday afternoons for racing, one of which is a 
national holiday — Decoration Day. Last season the 
Kentucky Handicap had to be ruu off on a Monday, 
which, of course, is regarded in the big cities as the 
least suitah’e day of .ill the week for a sporting 
(went. A feature of the Douglas Park season will 
he the fact that imf a few of the cracks will he 
seen under colors there which have not started at 
Lexington or Churchill Downs this spring, while all 
the stars which have raced ai the two earlier meet- 
ings will also la* in action at this course. This goes 
to explain the addition to the pari-mutuel equip- 
ment at this track this spring, for while the im- 
provement at the main entrance to the grounds, de- 
signed to avoid congestion, was badly needed, it also 
voe s to snow that Manager John Ilaehmoister is 
looking for a banner attendance this spring, not only 
ou Kentucky Handicap day. hut during the rest of 
the meeting, and iu the opinion of turfmen generally 
he will not lie disappointed. 

Great liberality has been shown by tliis associa- 
tion in its spring program, as again the Kentucky 
Handicap carries the same amount in added money 
as it did last season — $10,000. With the fifty nomi- 
nations and a sure held of a dozen or more starters, 
iho Kentucky Handicap this season wi’l no doubt be 
the richest race for all ages run in this country in 
1914. 

iveing tin* first really great handicap of the season 
over the mile and a quarter course, this event this 
spring possesses an interest on a par with such a 
stake as the recent Kentucky Derby, decided sit 
Churchill Downs. 

While iu the Kentucky Derby this season Old 
Rosebud established a Kentucky record for this 
distance of 2:92%,. it is by m> means improbable 
that this mark may be beaten next Saturday at 
Douglas Park, as the *our>e at the latter plant 
is as fasi Elis season'*’ as any mile ffhfit iu tin* 
country. Old Rosebud is in this race, as well as j 
his closest rival in the Kentucky Derby, Hodge. 
whi< ii also iu that race really bettered the previous 
Derby record of 2:04%,. When Uudoiro won the 
Kentucky Handicap last season, beating our that 
great three-year-old. Ten Point, a few hours previ- 
ous to the race there had been a heavy rainfall, 
and the course, while it dried out materially, was 
not then nearly as fast as it will In* next Saturday 
if the weather is clear. Kudolfo will again start in 
the big race this season, if in* meets witli no mis- 
haps iu training during the next few days and a 
good many of his admirers really 1**1 ieve that even 
if Old Rosebud am! Hodge gegto the post, this great 
live vear-o|d will repeat his fsuecess of last season 
in this rich stake, with li. with twelve starters, 
will nave a gross val in* of $34,200. P.:;t Old Res 

bmi. Hodge and Ruriolfo arc by no means tin* only 
tltee great horses eligible to this stake, as among 
others also engaged are August Belmont's noted 
four -year-old. iWk View: Bronx, wing, recently win- 
ner of tin* Ashland Oaks and Bie.e Grass Stakes, and 
:hird in the Kentucky Derby: Donerail. Kentucky 
Derby winner of 1912: Govvell. winner of tbe La- 
tonia Derby of Iasi svason: Great Britain, which 
'dosed tin* year of 191:; with the reputation of be 
ing oik* of the greatest three-year-olds of the sea- 
son: Bringhurst . which ran many good races last 

year and has not started so far this season: Horrou. 
an unbeaten three year old in 19i2; Prim e Uermis. 
Old Ben. Headmaster. Hawthorn. G. M. Miller, John 
Furlong. Solar Star. Ivan Gardner and the two 
cracks of John W. Schorr’s stable. Hamilton and 
Froglegs. th** latter of which is now going along 
promisingly iu liis training. 

Manag4*r John Hachmeister already lias every- 
thing in first-class shape at Douglas Park for tlie 
coming big meeting. The many improvements 
undertaken since last season at this course have 
been completed and it will be hard to find iu till 
tlo* world a more attractive spot for racing than 
Douglas Park when the gates are throw’ll 4»p**n for 
tin* mooting this spring. Great natural beauty pre- 
vails at this extensive plant and the wise ex- 
penditure of money has tilled out everything lack- 
ing to make it a complete and up-to-date race 
track. The program, as arranged by Secretary E. 
VY. Maginn. is one that will call out as contestants 
all th** best horses in training now in Kentucky, 
and it may be here incidontaly remarked that this 
includes right now the pick of American horses 
in training. 

Douglas Park will undoubtedly share this spring 
tlie prosperity now prevailing sit the meeting of 
the New* lamisvillc Jockey Club at Churchill 
Downs, and Kentucky Handicap Day will be a rope 
t i t ion to a great extent of the scenes witnessed 
;*t the older track, minus the free field. on Derby 
Day. Tin* Kentucky public is w’ildly enthusiastic 
over ra**ing. as now conducted under the pari- 
mutuel system of betting in vogue on the tracks 
iu this state, operating under Kentucky ‘State Rac- 
ing Commission rules.

to Be Ruu at Kentucky Course Next Month. 

Cincinnati, o.. May 10. — The Latonia Derby this 
season will be on** of the greatest of all the three 
year-old events of 1914. The Latonia spring and 
summer meeting this season will begin on Mou 
day. May 8, and continue twenty-four days, making 
it the longest season of squirt at any of tin* Ken- 
tucky tracks this year. The Derby is the feature 
race of this important meeting and it is the one 
real Derby race of tlie year, inasmuch as it is 
at one mile and a half, the same distance as the 
Epsom Derby, in England. 

Old Rosebud, winner of the record breaking km 
tucky Derby, in which he ran a mile aiid a quarter 
in 2:92%: Hodge, which ran second to him in that 
event, as well as Brouzew’ing and John Guild, which 
respectively finished third and fourth in the Churchill 
Downs’ event, an* all engaged in the Latonia Derby, 
and among tlie thirty-nine other entries are a number 
of good tliree-year-olds which were not entered for 
the recent Louisville race. One of these is Doctor 
Samuel, which has been beating older horses in 
overnight races iu fast time at Lexington and Louis- 
ville this spring and at the latter place recently 
won at the Downs at a mile in 1:28%,. and another 
is G. M. Hendrie’s Decathlon, a colt of promise 
this spring. Still another is the much talked al*out 
Beach Comber, the highest priced of E. R. Brad- 
ley’s great juvenile band of 1912, and a son of the 
sensational Epsom Derby winner. Rock Sand, which 
twice has been sold for more than $100,009. 

Another colt engaged iu th** Latonia Derby, which 
did not run in the recent Kentucky Derby, is Boots 
and Saddle, which in his only start so far this sea 
son ran three-quarters in 1:12% and disposed * f 
a baud of good three year-olds, including Vander- 
grift. The Norman, Belloc (also a Latonia Derby 
v-audidate ). Stake and Cap. Maud B. L.. First 
Cherry and Osaple. Still otlvers eligible to the La- 
tonia Derby, which it is expected will draw to 
the Latonia track the day it is run this season 
me of the greatest erowals in the history of racing, 
iu this vicinity, are Constant. Bulgarian. Bring 
hurst. San Vega, Ralph. Robinetta, Casuarina. Ivan 
Gardner ami Old P.en, and it is believed that several 
of these are sure to go to the post in the big race. 

The Derby this season again carries an added 
valuation of $9,090, and with the average number 
of starters it will be worth $8,000 gross. Of the 
milled money, the second horse will get $S0o. the 
third horse $400 and the fourth liorse will save 
its stake. 

The greatest of racing is expected during ilie 
twenty- four days of th** coming meeting at this 
beautiful course among the Kentucky hills almost 
in sight of tin* Ohio River. Aside from the Derby, 
there are eight other rich stakes to be ruu during 
tin* meeting, namely: 

Inaugural Handicap, $2,000 added: one mile anil 
a sixteenth. 

Clipsetta Stakes. $2,000 added: five furlongs. 
Merchants’ Stakes. 81,590 added; one mile. 

Harold Stakes, $2.!H*o added: five furlongs. 
Quickstep Handicap. $2. 1**9 added: six furlongs. 
Valuation Stakes, $1,500 added; five and a half 
furlongs. 

Independence Handicap, $2,590 added; one mile 
and three-sixteenths. 

Cincinnati Trophy. $2,000 added; six furlongs. 
Old Rosebud, now looked upon as tin* champion 
race horse of the year, is heavily engaged at 
Latonia. Aside from tbe Derby, lie has t**en en 
tcred in the Inaugural, Quickstep and Independence 
handicaps. 

The Latonia track could not appear more sightly 
than it does at tlu* present time, with its beau 
tiful bids of roses and its general picturesque sur- 
roundings, and Manager John Hachmeister thinks 
th* track will this season be faster than ever 

Imp fore. There will be not less than a thousand 
horses including the best iu training, to furnish 

the sport here this spring.

SURPRISE IN STAKE RACE 



LIGHTLY-WEIGHTED BELLOC IS RETURNED 
WINNER OF CLARK HANDICAP. 

Horses Mor.t Fancied in Churchill Downs Fixture Run 
Unplaced — Four Favorites Numbered 
Among Day’s Winners. 



xuiisville. Ivy.. May 16. — Tin* Clark Handicap, 
making up. with tlie Kentucky Derby and the Ken- 
tucky Oaks, a trio of fixtures run annually since 
the inception of racing at Churchill I)**wns. was 
won this afternoon by tin* lightly-weighted Belloc, 
from tin* stable of Janies MaeManus, in easy fashion. 
Cream took second place and Old Ben was third. 
The favorite, Hodge, which was the runner-up in 
tliis year’s Kentucky Derby: Donerail, winner of 
last season’s Kentucky Derby; Flora Fina, Star 
asmine and Clubs, were among the notables that, 
were unplaced. Belloc was coupled in the ti*‘ld 
with Any Tort and his few hackers were richly 

rewarded. The colt showed extreme speed from l ho 
start in working liK way into the lead during the 
first half mile from a slow beginning. He was 

aided a go*»d deal during tbe early stages by favor- 
able racing luck, but once in command, he held 
sway thereafter. Cream threatened him slightly just 
before reaching the last furlong post, but Bello*: 
drew out decisively under urging. Donerail and 

Flora Fina were prominent during the early run- 
ning. but seemed t*> suffer from interference and 

were forced back. Clubs was also a prominent 
factor till lie was forced back. Hodge raced in 
decidedly dull fashion and ran much below his 
good showing in the Kentucky Derby.

There was 
a misguided plunge in this one on Mrs. Gamp, but 
she sliowed nothing startling ami retired after 
going the first quarter. 

Another rousing finish came in the closing dash 
when Hermuda, an outsider, outstayed the favor- 
ite, Star Actress. Tlie latter was best, but was 
forced back several times in the early running. 
Wander and Loveland, lioth supported extensively, 
raced each other into exhaustion during the first 
thr»*o-quarters and retired on the stretch turn.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Carranza’s envoy has failed to heal l he breach 
lietween Villa and rebel chiefs at Durango. 

The Mexican delegates to the mediation confer- 
ence at Niagara Falls reached Washington yester 
day. 

The Swedish aviator Thuliu flew from Malmoe 
to Stockholm, 207 miles, in four hours aud twenty 
minutes. He made no stop on the way. 

The situation at Puerto Plata, Sail Domingo, now 
held by revolutionists aud where the government 
has proclaimed a blockade, is re|H>rted as quiet. 

Harry K. Thaw has engaged a suite of rooms 
at the Mount Madison House* at Gorham. N. 11., 
for the summer. Sheriff Drew lias custody of Thaw 
aud wants him near his home in Berlin, six miles 
away. 

Senor Riano, Spanish ambassador, received a dis 
patch from tin* foreign minister at Mexico City say- 
iug that a vigorous investigation of the case of 
Private ’anuiel Parks would be made by the Huerta 
government. 

A message received by Sir Cecil Spring- Rice. 
British ambassador at Washington, from Sir Lionel 
Carden, British minister in Mexico City, states 
that Deputy Consul Sillimau lias been released and 
is now on his way to Mexico City. 

Crowu Prince Gustav Adolphus of Sweden is 
anxious to visit the United States and may attend 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco 
next year if the condition of his father's health 
and the political situation in tlie country will per- 
mit. 

Tuxpam, where I-iord Cowdry has extensive in- 
terests. has been evacuated without a tight l»y the 
Mexican federals, leaving the richest oil fields in 
the states of Vera Cruz and Tamaulipas in the 
hands of the bandit rebel leaders, Aguilar and 
Bianco. 

Senator Jacob H. Gallinger will make a formal 
announcement within a few days of his candidacy 
for re-election to the Senate. After a visit to 
New Hampshire and a consultation with his friends 
he has decided to go liefore the people again for 
the office. 

Refugees arriving at Vera Cruz from Mexico 
City say it is reported there that six Maderista 
deputies were shot in the military prison of San 
tiago. The refugees add that many members of 
the congress that was dissolved last October by 
Huerta’s arrest of a majority of the deputies have 
again l>een thrown into prison. 

Six army transports are waiting at Galveston to 
carry troops, horses and supplies to Vera Cruz. 
Thai the army is preparing for a possible cum 
paign through the Mexican mountain passes, where 
the nights are cold, was indicated when hundreds 
of boxes containing hoodless overcoats were un- 
loaded from freight <*ars to the government piers. 

The widest authority in the enforcement of and 
punishment of offenses against the law in the canal 
zone lias been conferred upon Col. Goethals by 
President Wilson. In an executive order the gov- 
ernor of the Panama Canal is eminiwered to grant 
pardons and reprieves for offenses against the laws 
and regulations aud to commute sentences ami remit 
fines. 

Eleven hundred men were thrown out of employ- 
ment at Cincinnati when twenty planing mills were 
closed on account of a strike. It is estimated that 
between 5.000 and 0,000 more, including carpenters, 
teamsters, painters and members of various trades 
affiliated with the building trades, will lie forced 
to stop work by Tuesday as the result of being 
unable to obtain building material.

Davies, galloped a mile together in 1:54%, Fair 
Annie finishing last. . 

J H. McK night’s Hydra, which will Is* ridden 
by Mr Geo. McGee, breezed three furlongs in 89%. 
Tropaeoluni, owned by Geo. W. Beardmore, M.F.H..

KENTUCKY OAKS SOON TO BE RUN. 



Ixmisvillc. Ky.. May 10. -Next Friday, May 22. 
the fortieth running of the Kentucky Oaks will 
take place at the New Louisville Jockey Club’s 
course at Churchill Downs, where one of the greatest 
meetings in the history of Kentucky racing is now 
being conducted. Ever since the inauguration of 
this stake, which has a history as long as that 
of the Kentucky Derby, the winner has generally 
been regarded not only as one of the queens of the 
track, but highly desirable for the stud. On one 
great thoroughbred breeding farm in this state 
a few years ago. though the mighty Imp aud Ida 
Pickwick, grauddaui of Old Rosebud, were members 
of the stud, the owner of the estate pointed with 
great pride to t lie field in which roamed two mares 
that had won the Kentucky Oaks in successive 
seasons, namely Etta and Lady Schorr. 

Vinaigrette, of the Glencoe line of blood, by 
Vandal, won the first Kentucky Oaks aud then 
Necy Hale followed as the winner of the race in 
the next year, 1S76. Both these fillies were owned 
by turfmen of Woodford County, in this state. Then 
Felicia, won it for a Franklin County turfman, and 
the next winner was Belle of Nelson, whose owners 
lived in Bardstowu. James A. Grinstead, a Lex- 
ington turfman, now long since deceased, aud in 
his day one of the leading bankers of that city, 
won it with Liahtunah in 1879. and in 1880 it was 
first won by a horseman outside of Kentucky, when 
Longitude, owned by J. B. Malone, accounted for it 
that season. From 1881 to 1918 the winners in- 
cluded Lucy May, Katie Creel, Vera. Modesty, 
Lizzie Dwyer, Pure Rye, Florimore, Ten Penny, 
Jewel Ban. English Lady, Miss Hawkins, Miss 
Dixie, Monrovia. Selika, Valadora, Souffle, White 
Frost, Crocket, Rush, Etta, Lady Schorr. Waina- 
nioiiien, Leinco. Audience, Janeta. King’s Daughter, 
Wing Ting. Ellen a -Dale, Floreal, Samaria, Bettie 
Sue, Flamma and Cream. 

There are forty-eight nominations for the event 
tills spring and it carries un added value of .$2,000, 
j which, with the entrance fees and starting money, 
will make it one of the richest races of the year for 
three-year-old fillies. 

Among the probable starters are Bronzewing, win- 
ner of tin* Ashland Oaks and Blue Grass Stakes at 
. Lexington and third to Old Rosebud and i lodge in 
tlie recent record-breaking Kentucky Derby; Rol»i- 
netta, which won the Debutante Stakes last season: 
Casuariiia and Iridescence, the two crack fillies of 
Inis age in the stable of J. N. Camden, chairman of 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission; Bracktown 
Belle aud Bayberry Candle, of the E. R. Bradley 
string; Florin, a stake winner owned by Jefferson 
Livingston: ilortense. belonging to George J. Long, 
who owned the Kentucky Oaks winner of 185)4, Sol- 
icu: Maud B. L., a good daughter of Star Shoot, in 
J. C. Milam’s stable; Gracilla. in T. C. McDowell’s 
string; Stake and Cap. owned by Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, of New Yoik; Gypsy Love, already a winner 
of several good races this year, and Christophine, 
which holds the American mile record of 1:80%. 

A sufficient number of those named will make up a 
field next Saturday that will undoubtedly furnish one 
of the best contests in the history of this event. 
The Oaks was first run. like the original Kentucky 
Derby, at a mile and a half, and then was reduced 
to a mile and a quarter, while of later years it has 
been ruu at a mile and a sixteenth. This is because 
horsemen regard ihe month of May as too early to 
ask fillies of this age to run much over a mile. 

The card for the closing five days of this meet 
ing is up to the standard of t lie opening week’s 
sport. The Juvenile Stakes will be run Monday. 
On Wednesday the Frank Felir Stakes is down for 
decision and this event has eighty entries, embracing 
many performers of note. This stake was first run 
in 1895 and lias been an annual feature at this 
course ever since. The winner of it last season 
was Sleeth, which won the Camden Handicap at 
the recent Lexington meeting and is again one 
of the eligibles to the Frank Fehr Stakes this 
year. 

On Thursday. May 21, the eighteenth running 
of the Gentlemen’s Cup will take place. This is 
an event in which tlie rider of the winner re- 
ceives as a trophy a beautiful silver loving cup. 
manufactured especially for this race at a cost of 
$250 to the New Louisville Jockey Club. It has 
always been a most jxipular race at the Downs, as 
many of tlie riders who have annually competed for 
it have been members of high standing In local 
society. The race is quite exclusive in this respect, 
as gentlemen desiring mounts have to submit to the 
committee for approval of their credentials and none 
but amateurs are allowed to accept mounts. 

For forty seasons racing lias prospered at Churchill 
Downs. Each year, in recent times, under the 
management of Col. M. J. Winn, the sport has 
expanded In every way in magnitude and import 
mice. Tlie meeting held this year breaks all records 
and as one of the old-timers recently remarked, is 
unquestionably “the best ever.” 



LEADER OF GERMAN TURF IS DEAD. 

Tlie foremost figure for many years in German 
racing and hrowljng passed away April 80, when 
Count George Lehudorff died in his home in Kerlin 
at the advanced age of SO years. Concerning some 
features in the career of this distinguished man 
“Vigilant” said in Londou Sportsman of Mav 0: 

“Count George Lehudorff. the 'Grand Old Man’ 
of the German turf, was almost as well-known 
at Newmarket and at Chantilly as he was in his 
own country. As a buyer of thoroughbreds the 
Count, in bis position of director of the Graditz Stud 
ami Master of the Horse, had the purse of the 
German Government at his command, and for some 
thing approaching half :i century he seldom missed 
coming over here for the most important sales. 
.Many good brood mures of our choicest blood fell 
to bis bid, aud were sent to Graditz or other big 
studs in Germany for the Improvement of the breed. 
Somehow or other his purchases of stallions were 
not <*»>wned with quite the same success, although 
there was no lietter judge; of a horse. Breadalbane 
and Save make were two of his early purchases, 
ami of these Savernnko, at all eveuts, became the 
sire of a number of good horses. The speedy Loll.v- 
l**p and that great race horse, St. Gatien, scarcely 
realized expectations, and the Derby dead-beater 
was not very long in Germany before he was sold 
to go to the United States, where, as the sire* of 
that good horse Meddler (which had previously 
crossed the Atlantic! the doubtfully sired son of 
Kotherhill or The Rover out of St. Edithu was 
warmly welcomed. 

“Count Lehndorfl was indeed a remarkable man, 
and when he had served only five years in the army, 
in a Curassier regiment, he started owning race 
horses on a big scale, aud soon bad horses run- 
ning in Russia and France, as well as Germany, 
with considerable success. It was some time 1 n the 
sixties that King William of Prussia appointed him 
head of tin* now famous Graditz Stud, a imst he 
retained when in the years to come he was made 
Oberlandstallmeister. which meant that he had su- 
preme charge of all the numerous Government studs. 
The Graditz Stud at times sent horses over her** 
to run, and one of the earlier importations that 
carried the black ami white striped jacket of Count 
Lehudorff was Gelieimratb. which won the Esher 
Stakes at Sundown Park. He was by Flageolet out 
*»f Gelieimuiss. by Cliamant, not our Oaks winner, 
Geheimniss. The latter was only purchased by 
Count Lehudorff in the year that Geneimrath won 
the race referred i«». Mention of Flag«*olet reminds 
me that the Ikmut was wonderfully successful in 
his Diirchase of French stallions, and such as 
Cliamant and Flageolet, and later Gouverneur and 
other good sires, did much to bring the German 
thoroughbred to the pitch of excellence it was 
destined to attain under Count Lehndorff’s watch- 
ful eye and fostering care. He retired at the end 
of 1911. and was succeeded in liis onerous duties 
at Graditz by the elder of bis two sons. Count 
Siegfrid von Lehndorff. who was formerly a gentle- 
man rider of much distinction, and graduated for 
liis present high position as manager of one of 
the other Government studs at Neustadt.”

BALTIMORE’S NEW RACING COMMISSION. 

Owners of half-mile race tracks in Baltimore 
County are wondering whether the new racing coin- 
mission will rescind the order to the effect that n > 
betting shall lie permitted at any of the tracks in 
the county except on the pari-mutuel or machine 
system. The half-mile people say they cannot make 
any money with the machine belting, as there is not 
enough business on the half mile tracks. 

The members of the new commission just an - 
nounced by Governor Goldsborough are Duane II. 
Rice, Dr. M. J. S. Cromwell and J. Edwin Griffith. 
They succeeded Redmond (’. Stewart. Frederick von 
Kapff and Spalding Lowe Jenkins, all of whom got 
tired of the pressure from the half mile track 
| people, including the Timouium Fair, and resigned. 

Both Dr. Cromwell and Mr. Rice are said to he 
well up on horse racing and capable of dealing with 
tlie whole question. Dr. Cromwell lias had experi- 
ence in horse breeding, aud his brother, the late 
“Dick” Cromwell, was interested in trotting horses 
to a considerable extent. Mr. Rice was up to two 
years ago interested in the Timouium Fair, and Is 
known as a horse breeder who breeds and sells horses. 
Mr. Griffith is apparently not so generally known as 
Ihe other two members of the commission, lint those 
who know say that Governor Goldsliorough acted

turned down some well qualified men in order to 
make selections that would ho altovc criticism. 

The members of tin* commission do not get an. 
I*av. and there Is little or no thanks attached to the 
positions. The com mission which has just resigned 
pleased the Pimlico people, who own the only inl!e 
track in the county, but displeased the half mil** 
people. 

There are four half mile tracks in the county — 
Timoninni. which is a strictly legitimate county 
fair proposition; Prospect Park, which has a smaller 
county fair, and Electric Park and the Gentlemen’s 
Driving Park, which have no fairs attached. 

The Timouium people have complained that last 
year they lost about $0,000 on racing, not withstand 
ing that tin* Pimlico people loaned them tin* neces- 
sary machines for the betting. The Gentlemen’s 
Driving Park and I ho Prospect Park people did n u t 
run at all last year. Electric Park did have one 
meeting and is preparing for another after the close 
of Pimlico. 

The governor might have named a commission 
which would have closed all the tracks, as he ha*l 
in his message to the Legislature advocated legisla 
tiou against all race track betting. As he did not 
do so, the race track people are speaking well of 
hitn today as broad minded. 

The new commission lias not yet organized. It 
has to elect a secretary. This [dace is at presept 
held by Gustav Dalcotir, who is s|Hikeu of as effici- 
ent. It is thought that lie will be re-elected. The 
place pays $600 a year. — Baltimore News.

The eager speculators who accepted as long ago 
as last August the ridiculous odds of 5 to 2 about 
The Tetrarch’s winning the Derby that is yet to bo 
run. have now t** pay for their folly, as tli**ir cham- 
pion will nil give battle. As tin* eoutr.iet was 
“play or pay.” his backers are the losers. Some of 
them, when spring rumors suggested that all was 
I not well in the horse’s training, protected them- 
selves to a certain extent by negotiating with a 
business concern which was willing to back the 
probability of bis starting in tin* Derby. The pro- 
ceeding was called effecting insurance, but tin* pro- 
cedure was that of betting that he would run. In 
tlie outcome they lose to the bookmakers and win 
from the insurance companies. There may be some 
real difference between lotting on the result and on 
a start, hut it is not discernible to tin* comprehen- 
sion «»f tie* average man. Certainly, lie cannot see 
iliat those who do the on** thing should be put in 
jail, while the other is regarded as a wise business 
.precaution. Nor lias anvlxxly l**en bold enough to 
attempt to define tie* distinction between the two 
transactions. Denouncing tin* one ami ignoring tin* 
other is not a convincing method of dealing w’itli 
Hie matter. — Francis Nelson in Toronto Globe.
